Grateful workers at the 
shelter helped load crates into our vehicle for the long 
journey home.

ome on, Sadie.” I clicked 
the leash onto my 11-year- 
old Labrador’s collar upon 
arriving at ARF early one 
morning. Mia, my 4-year-old Golden 
Retriever, hopped out of the car. The 
warm sun shone on us as I strolled with 
my ARF rescues across the parking 
lot. Out of the corner of my eye I saw 
a quick flash of brown as I neared the 
doors. I turned to look. There it was 
again, darting in and out of the parked 
cars in the parking lot. Someone had 
dumped a collarless, small brown dog. 
Frantically, the pooch ran full speed 
between the rows as new cars traveled 
into the lot. 

I tore open the office door, hollering 
“April, can you take my dogs?” while 
simultaneously releasing Sadie from 





towards the dog as he made his way into 
ARF’s garden. The 35-pound brown 
pup raced along the tile wall and then 
abruptly stopped. He panted heavily 
and looked around quickly, spotting 
me. “Hey pretty baby,” I cooed in a 
soft voice, trying to make myself his 
size. He dropped his head and I took 
another step forward. “It’s okay... 
come here, boy.” He was spooked, and 
scrutinized me before continuing his 
panicked pace down Mitchell Drive.

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the street onto Oak Grove. I was 
right on his tail, but not for long as 
he decided to split the lanes and run 
directly down the center of the road. A 
few cars stopped, and the little fellow 
made it onto the sidewalk and took 
off at full speed. He was two blocks 
ahead of me by the time I made it to 
the curb.

He looked at me and laid his tired body

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NICOLE’S STORY 


HOPE BEATS EVEN IN THE SMALLEST OF HEARTS 


he sound of mewing, hungry 
i could be heard 
throughout ARF’s clinic. It 
was late afternoon and ARF’s staff 
just returned with crates filled with 
litters of kittens from the public 
animal shelter. Rambunctious 
tabbies and tuxedoes, roly-poly 
white, black and calico balls of 
fur demanded food, warmth, and 
attention. But one little five-week- 
old grey and white kitten blissfully 
slept on while being gently lifted 
out of the carrier. Little Nicole was 
oblivious of her new surroundings, 
unaware her future had dramatically 
changed and that she was now safe. 
During a routine exam, ARF’s 
veterinarian noticed Nicole had a 
heart problem. The doctor decided 
to send her to an ARF foster family 
to grow, gain weight, and return 
for further evaluation. Chest x-rays 
were taken and an echocardiogram 
diagnosed a rare heart condition. 
With no surgical option available to 
correct the problem her prognosis 
was uncertain. 
A weak heart did not stop Nicole 
from working her magic on her foster 
parents. They could not help but fall 
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in love with this spunky kitten who 
approached everything with gusto. 
Nicole was only expected to live a 
few more precious months - everyone 
was amazed a year later when she 
continued to grow, play and thrive! 

Nicole’s foster parents knew 
they wanted to adopt her, but due to 
her heart condition ARF was unable 
to provide the spay surgery on site, 
prior to adoption. After hearing 
about the valiant kitty who beat the 
odds, Sage Centers for Veterinary 
Specialty and Emergency Care, 
one of ARF’s veterinary partners, 
generously provided Nicole with 
a cardiac work up and offered to 
do the surgery at no cost. Getting 
stronger every day, chasing balls 
around her home, Nicole bears little 
resemblance to the weak kitten that 
came to us more than a year ago. 

Is one small life worth 
extraordinary efforts? We think 
so and Nicole’s new family can’t 
imagine their home without her. 
She inspired so many to care, to 
have hope and go above and beyond 
to save a life.
